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Department  of  Defense  Prime  Contracts  totaling  $728  million  were 
awarded  to  344  Educational  and  Other  Nonprofit  Institutions  during 
fiscal  year  1976  ,  for  Research,  Development,  Test  and  Evaluation  Work. 
Of  this  total,  $697  million  was  awarded  to  290  Nonprofit  Institutions 
In  the  United  States,  $15  million  to  11  U.S.  Government  Agencies,  and 
$16  million  to  43  Foreign  Institutions  and  Government  Agencies.  These 
figures  compare  with  similar  data  for  fiscal  year  1975,  as  follows:
